Urely it is a fearful Thing to be a Hater, Reviler, and 
* Scorner of Perfons, and Things dear toGod,and pre- 
* cious in his Sight : What is it 2 prevete the Lord ta 
* Jealousy, if thisbe not? Wherefore he doth no ill Service 
* that detects this perilous Folly: And Men would cafily 
* fhun fuch Miftake and Prejudice, as makes them misjudge 
* and condemn the pisws, if they would but deal fairly, and 
* exercife the fame Equity and Candor towards them, which 
* is due to all Sorts, and which towards themiclves all do 
* juftly challenge. 
* But Godiine/s will be ftill Godline/i, let prefumptuous 
Wits employ their Tongues and Pens ¢o transform it mto 
never fo ugly Shapes. Invedétives,Sarcafims, odious and ridi- 
culous Tales and Stories, fcenial Reprefentations and Dif 
guifes will not confound it, nor fink its Authority and Re- 
putation. On the other Hand the faireft Coverings, and 
beft contrived Apologies, the moft notable & advantageous 
Policies, will not make corrupt Things favoury, nor infipud 
Things relithable, nor little empty Dhings great & weighty, 
nor uphold the Eftimation of a degenerate, carnal, outiwe, 


hifelefs State of Religion, where better Things are known. 
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146 Mr. Corbet of the Enmity of &c. 
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The Wit of Man may adorn or palliate any Folly, and 
deform true Wifdom : but in a lucid Region, whereKnow- 
ledge is diffufed, Wifdom will thew it felf, and the’Folly 


.of Fools cannot be hid. 


© But let the religious know, that it behoves them to take 
Care that they fuffer not fo many Things in vain ; for thefe 
Indignities may do them more good, than the vain Applaufe 
of Men: If their Enemies give them Advantage (as indeed 
they do) for the learning of more Wif/dom, Sobriety, and 
Circum/peétion, let them receive it ; it is pity they fhould 
not make the moft of fuch harfh Inftructions. What man- 
ner of Perfons fhould they be in all holy Converfation and 
Godlinefs, that as much asin them lies, there might not 
be that Voe to the World becaufe of Offences ; and that with 
well doing, they might put to filence the Ignorance of 
foolifh Men. More efpecially they fhould do their utter- 
moft to fhun even the Appearance of the Sins more pecu- 
liarly charged upon them, as Hypocri/y, Pride, Wildne/s of 
Fancy, affected Singularity, and Self-Flattery; and to be 
adorned with a confpicuous Sincerity, Humility,and Charity. 
¢ And whatfoever contumely they endure, let them by no 
Means retaliate in the fame Kind ; remembring their blef- 
fed Lord, who being reviled, reviled not again, but commit- 
ted himfelf to him that judgeth righteoufly. Wickednefs 
cometh from the wicked : Scurrility, Petulancy, Bitternefs 
and all intemperate Language, is more agreeable to therr 
Adverfaries, than to them: And it is obferved, that the 
flinging of witty Sarcafms, biting Jears and Scoffs, and 
railing Words againft a Party, do vex and gall more than 
hurt or break them ; and provoke, but not convince them ; 
and ferve indeed to feed a Humour, and make Sport, and 
do fome prefent Feat, but do not carry the main Caufe, or 
prevail in the End, but turn rather to the Damage and Ble- 
mith of thofe, for whofe Service they were defigned.’ 

Agreable to thefe Obfervations of Mr. Corbet 5; wrote the 


Rey. and famous Mr. BAx TER in 1689, in a Treatife of his 
intitled---Cain and Abel : Malignity, that is, Enmity to ferious 
Godlinefs Lamented, &c.--- And his Words are thefe---

‘ It was written by one who can remember, at leaft fince 
1627, that the ferious Practice of Godlinefs was the 
common Scorn of the vulgar Rabble ; and he that did but 


read the Scripture, and Books of Piety, and pray in his Fa- 
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Malignity : that is, Enmity Se. 147 


mily, and catechize Children or Servants, to hear a Sermon 
at the next Parifh Church from a godly Conformift, when 
he had none at Home ; yea that did but ferioufly talk of 
Chrift or Scripture, or the Life to come, or Preparation for 
Death and Judgment, went under the Name of a Puritan, 
which was a Reproach in theMouth of Drunkards, Swear- 
ers, Fornicators, and all the fenfual,worldly Sort, both high 
and low. And ‘that conformable Minifters (yea and Gen- 
tlemen ) that were but ferioufly religious, no more fcap’d 
this Scorn than Non-conformifts (who were then fo few, 
that they were in moft Places unknown.) He fadly re- 
membreth how greatly this malignant Rabble triumphed in 
the Bifhops Vifitation Articles, and in the Preaching and 
Talk of many Priefts, who fharpened their Sermons with 
Inveétives againft Puritans as dangerousHypocrites, though 
they had not a Nonconformift within many Miles. He 
heard the godly, conformable Minifters lament, that the 
Bithops and ecclefiaftical Courts by their Jealoufy and heat 
againft the Nonconformable Puritans,became the Strength 
and Encouragement of this malignant vicious Rabble ; and 
that the young worldly Minifters took it for the Way to 
Preferment, to preach againft Puritans, while they treated 
the Multitude of profane prayerlefs Families that had no 
favour of ferious Religion,as their good & peaceableFlocks. 
He lived to fee the godly learned Conformitts, fo grieved for 
this, that they long’d for aReformation ; and manyConfor- 
mits (as Bithop Robert Abbot, Bifhop Downame, and divers 
others publifhed theirReproof andLamentation for it :) And 
good Rebert Bolten ( in his Directions for walking with God ) 
thinks ¢¢ that fince Malice entered into the Heart of Man, 
“* there was never a Word toffed with more Malice in the 
<¢ Mouths of Drunkards and prophane Men, than the Word 
‘* [Puritan.]’? Hundreds and Thoufands of thefe wicked 
Scorners of Religion, were either admitted (or driven) te 
the Sacrament, or lived quietly in great Parifhes while 
they defpifed it, while thefe poor Puritans were {triétly hunted 
after! And if they fafted and prayed with a dying or fick 
Friend, without getting a Licence for it from the Bifhop, 
the Church-Warden mutt enter them into theirInquifition, 
or be forfworn.---- ---- --- 

© I tell you now what I mean by malignant E nmity to Ged»

¢ When the blindnefs & ungodlinefs of corrupted Nature, 
* increafed by Practice into ferpentine Enmity, and turned 
¢ Mens Hearts by Unbelief and Difaffe€tion from God and 
* Heaven,doth poffefs them with a deepDiflike of a holy hea- 
* venly & fpiritual Life ; firft as to their own Practices, and 
* then as it is in others ; & becaufe it is againft their worldly 
© Hopes and flcthly Lufts,they hate it and rejeét it themfelves, 
¢ and then hate and malicioufly oppofe it in others ; yea tho’ 
* Law, Cuftom, and worldly Intereft draw them formally to 
* profefs Chriftianity and Obedience to God’s Laws, and to 
* vow that in Baptifm, they hate the ferious Performance of 
§ their own Profeffion andVows ; and would be glad to drive 
* jt out of the World, and to fet upHypocrify andCeremony, 
* or a Stage Religion and Mummery, or the toothlefs Mafs 
* and Formalities in its Stead : And if Cuftom: or Shame hin-

© pleading Confcience and Obedience to God, againft their

‘ 2. Among all that are againft their carnal, falfe Intereft, 
© they will cull out the more ferious godly Perfons to afflict. 

¢ 3. Among all the Faithful, they will cull out thofe who 
€ do Chrift more Seryice in the World ; becaufe Chrift’sSer- 
* vice is it that is their Differvice, and oppofite to their Sin. 

¢ 4. They will make a Scorn of their very religious Duties, 
¢ and take up mimical Derifions, to make them ridiculous 
¢ or contemptible, 
* 5. When they can charge them with no Crimes, they 
will purpofely make Nets to catch them, as the Enemies of 
Daniel did by him, Dan. 6. And as the Spider makes her 
curious Webs to catch and kill the Flies. 
‘ 6, Yea they will make Faults by Slander and Lies, if not 
by Perjuries, if they can find none 
‘ 7, Yea their Virtue, Piety an’ Innocency fhall be all 
called Hypocrify ; and when they caniotaccute their Ac- 
tions, they will accufe their Hearts and tecret Thoughts, 
and judge them as if they had a Catement ito cheir Breaits.

© 8. Yea if their Innocency cannot be fo ftained,they will 
hate them fo much the more, becaufe they cannot tread 
down their Reputation. 

¢ g. They will fearch after, and aggravate all the Failings 
of religious People, and turn them into Crimes. 

« ro. If any one of them,or anHypocrite that’s like them, 
be guilty of any notable Fall, they will perfwade Men that 
all the reft of their Lives is like that Crime ; yea and that 
all that profefs much ferioufnefs in Godlinefs, are as bad as 
they ; that all the reft of the Life of Noah,Lot, David, So- 
lomon, &c. were as bad as the criminal] Part ; and thet all 
the Servants of Chrift are Peter’s, or Fudas’sy 

¢ x1. That itis not their Sins, but their Piety which they 
hate, you will fee in that they live in far greater Sins them- 
felves, and take it to be no great Harm, but hate thofe that 
reprove them. 

‘ 12. And they make light of the commonCrimes of others. 
They can bear with anAtheift,anInfidel, a Drunkard,a pro- 
phane Swearer, a Derider of Godlinefs, yea a Perfecutor, a 
Fornicator, a Man of no Religion, if he will bat be for 
them, and ferve their Intereft,and will not {cruple Commu- 
nion with fuch: But Mennever fo fober, juft and godly, 
that crofs their Wills and carnalWays,they cannot endure : 
And if they be fuch Clergy-men, as the World hath teo 
many, fuch ferious godly Men, for difliking their Ungodlt- 
nefs, are made the common Obje¢tsof their Pulpit and dif- 
courfing Scorn or Accufations, and perhaps are excommu- 
nicate 7p/o faéto, for diflenting from theirOpinions or Wills. 
¢ 13. Such ufually in former Ages have been the chief In- 
ftigators of Princes and Rulers, to hate Men of ferious Re- 
ligion, and to ftir up Perfecution againft them, and to ren- 
der fuch odious to the World as Hereticks or intolerable Vil- 
lains. O what Difference is there between the trueNarra- 
tives of the Lives of Luther, Calvin, Beza, and abundance 
fuch, and the odious Lies and Defamations written of them 
by fome others. Yea, thofe who commend Melanfhon, 
Bucer, and many fuch for Learning and Moderation, hate 
their Doétrine of Reformation and ferious Piety. 

* 14. And you may note,that in any flander of agodlyMan, 
they will fooner believe one or two ignorant maliciousDrun- 
kards againft them, that never knew them, than the Tetti- 
monies of Hundreds of moft faithful Perfons who praife and 

vindicate them, though they better know them. 15.

‘ 15. They feldom give the accufed Leave to fpeak for 
* themfelves before they believe Accufations againft them ; 
* but conclude that they are as bad as backbiting Malice re- 
« porteth them behind their Backs. 

‘ 16. They are glad to hear of any Infamy of religious 
« Perfons,and loth to hear them praifed withoutContradiétion ; 
€ and are glad to hear of any Suffering which befalls them. 

* 17. If there be any publick Differences in a Church, 
© City or Land, they are ufually againft that Side, which moft 
favoureth ferious Godlinefs, be they who they will. If the 
King, Parliament, Bifhops will be for thePerfons and Ways 
of Sobernefs, Juftice and ferious GodlinefS, they would be 
on the other Side. And they willcry up any that will cry 
them down, or would opprefs them. 

« 18. Laftly, The Quality of the Enemies may help with 
the reft to tell what.it is that they are againft : When it is 
the Generality of the Wordlings, proud, ambitious Men, 
fenfual Drunkards,Gluttons, Fornicators, Profane & Irreligi- 
ous,who hateGodlinefs fo far, as to drive it from themfelves 
and Families, and rather venture on Hell Fire,than be truly 
godly ; it’s eafy to know what thefe hate in others. 

« Thave told you who I mean by malignant Enemies of 
Godlinefs, that the Miftakers and Slanderers of my Words 
may have no Excufe. Could we now but prevail againft 
this Cainifm, or Devilifm, it would do much to recover 
the Peace of many Nations of the Earth : But Chrift hath 
told us, that Enmity between the Seed of the Woman and 
Serpent,of which Cain and Abel were the firftSpecimen fince 
the Fall, will never ceafe till Chrift come, as terribly def- 
cribed, 2 Thef.1.6,10,11,12, and Math. 25.’

A Letter from the Rev. Mr. Sargeant me Stockbridec oat 
tofore called Fou ffatonnoc, pafling through my aes to 

the Rev. Mr. J/aac Hollis, a pious Bapti/? Minifter neat 
London ; who has of late Years been at a pious and generous 
E xpence for the clothing, boarding and Inftruétion of a Num- 
ber of Indian Boys; I have with Pleafure tranfcribed faid 
Letter for a Place in the Chriftian H; Zery, if it may be lawful

To the Rev. Mr. Lfaac Hollis. 


Rev. Sir, _ Stockbridge, April 7. 1743. 
you have in the preceeding Pages a particular Account 
of the laying out of your A/omey in Maintenance of your 

Boys. It has been under Difedvantage in many Refpeéts, 
and particularly for want of a Hou/e and the conftant At- 
tendance of a Maffer with them together. Your Expence 
indeed has been great and generous, but not without con- 
fiderable Fruit, tho’ to fome not fo happy as we could have 
with’d. I have conducted my felf with all the Care and 
confcientious Concern to anfwer the End, that I could ; 
and have indeed (I think) been more frugal of the Money 
than if it had been my own. 

‘ Two out of your + Number died fome Time in the /econd 
Year, after we began with them ; and three or four more 
of them, who were almoft grown up when they were taken 
into the Number, could not be prevail’d with to Keep from 
marrying, within about three Years from the Time they 
began ; after which I thought it proper to withhold your 
Bounty from them: And after the reft were fent abroad, 
during thofe Intervals they were at home, I withheld their 
Maintenance, as looking upon it a needlefs Expence ; nor 
prefumed to fill up Vacancies till we fhould fee the Succe/s 
of your Bounty on thofe we began with; which is the 
Reafon your Money has fpent no faffer of late,and that there 
is ftill /o much left in my Hands. 

« By my former Accounts you apprehend the Difficulties 
we laboured under in the beginning of my coming among 
them, by Reafonrof the Fealou/ies and Sufpicions the Indians 
entertain’d of us and of our Defigns : And becaufe of thefe 
Fealoufies, and being fuch utter Strangers to the Reftraints 
of Government and proper Di/cipline ; and their great Aver- 
fion to fuch Reftraints, looking upon them as /ufringements 
of their Liberties ; we were forc’d in Compliance with their 
Weaknefs and filly Prejudices to deal only in the gentle Me- 
thods of Perfuafion, and to over/ooé many Things that were 
fufficiently ungrateful and difingenuous.

© I took the Boys into my own Houje and under my own 
‘ Care for a confiderable Part of the firf? Year , but found 
‘ the Tafk too great a Burden with the other Bufinefs that 
‘ a on my Hands: Befides, it was almoft impoffible, as 
* Things were then circumftanced to get a Hou/e-keeper to 
« takeCare of fo large and difficult aFamily : And being witha] 
* fully perfuaded it would be better for them, and far more 
‘ likely to an/wer the general Intention, I perfuaded them to 
“ go Toned into English Families; which Method I have con- 
* tinued ever fince as much asI could, and by this AZans ’tis 
« evident they gain’d the Knowledge of the Englifh Tongue 
‘ "much fafter, and made /wifter Progre/s in their Learning 
* By far, than they could do sere, where there were fo many 
* Avocations and Temptations to Jdlenefs ; while alfo we 
* dare not venture to ufe much Authority over.them. 

« By Means of your Bounty we have been able to do more, 
* in this Way of expending it, towards cultivating Humani- 
‘ ty, introducing the Engli/h Tongue and Manners, increaf- 
« ingtheir Knowledge, and laying the Foundation of a virtu- 
< ous and pious Life, in thofe whom Divine Grace has or fhall 
‘ prepare tor it, than we could have done in all human Pro- 
* bability in twice the Number of Years. Sundry of them 
« have arriv’d at confiderable Degrees of Knowledge ; feveral 
“ appear virtuou/l difpofed, and fome to be affected with a 
* divine Senfe and Relith of Things. 

© One in particular, on whom | have chiefly had my Eye, 
* and have in a fpecial Manner favour’d, has made extraordi- 
* nary Progrefs in his Learning, and appears a virtuous pious 
* young Man ; and has been fingularly ferviceable to me in 
* affifting me in my Tranflations, Expofitions and Applicati- 
ons of the Scripture ; and has been very helpful, efpecially 
among the young People ina general religious Concern that 
has of late previiled among them ; and been a great Pro- 
moter of a religious Meeting held among them every Lera’s 
Day Evening, for repeating what they hear in the Day, and 
praying and firging. And he is well qualify’d to teach 
Scbeol among* his Country-men ; and after a few Years 
more will probably be fit to be a Preacher f the Gofpel 
among them. He has liv’d confiderably wzth me, and is 
now lately improv’d as an /nterpreter for a young Man now 
preaching toa Number of /ndians not far diftant from us.
